r.p.m. and feed at which a Forstner 
Bit operates most satisfactorily is determin¬ 
ed to a large extent by such conditions as 
the kind of wood, grain, etc. 

In general, peripheral speed of approx¬ 
imately 4000 inches per minute will be found 
most satisfactory. Any tendency of the chip slots 
to choke up will often result in burning and is 
usually caused by too great a speed or too fine 
a feed or both. The speed and feed should be 
such as to cut a definite chip and not a fine 
sawdust like chip.

Take a three cornered file 
grind smooth ct front eno 
thus moking o three corner¬ 
ed scraper (1); Scrape in¬ 
side of circulor rim until 
shorp, and take off outside 
wire edge with oil stone (2); 
file the cutters with o smoH 
fine cut file, figure (3). 

For very smooth work toke 
the edge off, so os to form 
o very slight bevel on the 
outside edge of flange, al¬ 
ways being careful to hove 
the rim project approximate¬ 
ly 1/64 in. above the cut- 
ting lip.
